On the other hand 
the administration costs of the town, the schools and the 
hospital have increased substantially during the past 12 
months and now the reckoning period is here for the 
citizens to pay. As with everything else, those who call the 
tune usually have to pay the piper. Less than a year ago 
the citizens of the town and some parts of the Municipal 
District were asked if they wished a new hospital in 
Wainwright. They were told of the great need for more 
hospital accommodation and also the cost to obtain that 
added service. The people of the hospital area voted over- 
" _ whelmingly in favor of erecting a hospital addition here. 
‘Today they are being asked to start paying for this hos- 
pital. On the basis of last years assessment and mill 
rates they are asked to kindly pay more than double that 
of previously. If you are in doubt, figure it out for your- 
self. 5 mills in 1947 on 60% assessment, compared to 7 

mills in 1948 on 100% assessment. 


Next take the school system and what we as tax payers 
are required to pay. Everyone knows of the urgent need 
for school teachers. Wainwright is no different from most 
places and worse off for the filling of teaching positions 
than some. In order to obtain the necessary teachers of 
the most suitable calibre if means that teachers wages, 
have to be advanced to keep in line with other fields of 
endeavor. Costs of supplies have risen, a fact of which 
everyone is aware, paper making up the bulk of this item, 


paper are up over 100% in price compared to three years 
ago. Thus we see that the cost of education has increased 
through no fault of our own, and yet we are being asked 
to pay the piper again this time. Comparing the 1947 mill

Most everyone is complaining this year of the higher " 


and one other services which we take for granted. The 


debenture part of this collection is applied directly to 
outstanding debentures which the town is obligated to 
pay. The debentures for the most are debentures which 
were sold in the 30’s after the fire of 1929. They built 
" guch things as sidewalks on our main street, a fire pro- 
tection system of hydrants and water mains and possibly 
one or two other things. This is, to the best of our know- 
ledge, the only cost of the town office which has not risen. 
If anything it should have remained fairly constant dur- 
4 ing the past 20 years. Therefore, the increase of taxes in 
the Municipal and Debenture portion of our tax money 
refleets an incréase in the municipal or town operation 
charges. 


: Again this shows an increase in cost and although it is 
: by all means the smallest of the three is does represent an 
approximate 20% rise. This calculation is based upon the 
25 mill levy in 1947 for 60% assessment, compared to 21 
mills for 100% in 1948. 


This is the only part of-our tax money which we as 
citizens are apt to see'a direct use made of, If we see 
sidewalks laid or the street maintainer being used we see 


our tax money being directly put to use, On the other, 


hand there is always a constant eating away of this mon- 

ey through salaries, relief, electric light, street lights, 
ete. While we are apt to take these items for granted they 
still have to be paid for. 


At present we have no solution to the higher taxes be- 
ing imposed on us at this time. The only thing that we can 
see which would help the situation somewhat would be 
for the Provincial and/or the Dominion Governments 
taking a larger share of the education costs. This they 
have done in the past but to such a small degree they have 


hardly kept up with the increase in costs of running our. 


schools today. Until then there is little real relief in sight 
for the land owner. It would appear that all we can do is 
grumble about the situation and pay our taxes.

Actually there were two possible 
directions of attack, ‘from. the sea 
and from the air, By sea, the invasion 
route would lie across the Bering 
Strait to Alaska, already well defend 
ed by the United States. The other 
way was by air across the Arctic. The 
armada might carry 15,000 troops, 
Mr. Claxton calmly told the Commons 

He was confident that the RCAF 
could “destroy’’ such a force and be- 
cause of the hazards involved, the 
strategic value would be “nil” to the 
Russians. 

However, the department was tak- 
ing no ghances, The Dominion’s three 
regular forces will be recruited be- 
yond the present target of 42,000— 
Now 85 per cent of full strength, 

In the wake of the announcement, 
a charge of “wilful blindness” was 
laid against the government. 

Maj.-Gen, G. R. Pearkes, V.C.

Prospectors-Hunt Iron: 


Ore By Air 


Minneapolis—Iron prospectors who 
fly instead of dig have been seeking 
new treasures in Minnesota—chief 
‘source of the nation’s ever-dwindling 
supply of ore. 

Employing an airborne device or- 
iginally developed to detect enemy 
submarines, federal and state geo- 
logists and geophysicists have just 
completed final stages of a 25,000 
square mile aerial survey’ of the 
gopher state. 

Their objective is to find new iron 
formations which may lie beneath the 
glacial drift in the northern part of 
the state, The airborne device—call- 
ed a “magnetometer”—is designed to 
detect and record variations in the 
earth’s magnetic field, thus giving 
possible clues to the presence of iron 
ore. 

The aerial ‘treasure hunt” of the 
US. geological survey and the Min- 
nesota geological survey ‘began in 
1947. More than 15,000 square miles 
of northern Minnesota were surveyed 


from the air that year. The results . 


of those studies will be made known 
sometime in September. 

This spring, the iron hunters sur- 
veyed another 6,500 square miles 
with their airborne “doodlebug”. The 
.instrument is enclosed in a  bomb- 
like container, suspended on a long 
cable from e epecially-equipped plane 
flying at 1,000 feet, It will take at 
least @ year to appraise the findings 
of this year’s search and prepare @ 
“magnetic map” of the area survey- 
ed, 
Areas of high magnetic intensity 
will bé explored further by ground 
@uveys and drilling in the search for 
valuable iron ore pockets. : 

(Not all deposits of tron constitute 
actual ore pockets. A given area of 
rock must contain at least 50 per cent 
fron before it is rated as ore.)
